What the subcommittee has pro- 


posed is this: 


Increase the present allotment of 


18,113,000 acres by thre per cent 
or 543,000 acres. Use this increase 
first to provide small growers with 
a minimum allotment of four acres 
and then divide the rest among 
cotton states to be used to relieve 
various types of hardship cases. It 
would require 257,000 acres to ful- 
:ill the minimum provision, leav- 
ng 285,000 acres 
to be divided 


among the states.

planting time rapidly approaching, 
a Senate agriculture subcommitte 
today resumes its study of whether 
and how much to increase the 1955 
national cotton acreage allotment. 


The group was to wind up its 


work today since the full Agricul- 
ture Committee is slated 
to take 


up the problem tomorrow. 


Actually, the subcommittee al 


ready has agreed on a bill but was 
directed by the entire committo 
last 
week to have hearings since 


many persons wanted to be heai-d 
on the measure. 


What the subcommittee has pro 


posed is this: 


Increase the present allotment of 


18,113,000 acres by thre per cent 
or 543,000 acres. Use this increase 
first to provide small growers with 
a minimum allotment of four acres 
and then divide the rest among 
cotton states to be used to relieve 
various types of hardship cases. It 
would require 257,000 acres to ful- 
fill the minimum provision, 
ing 285,000 acres 
to be divided 


among the states.
